Sir.—It was with much in- 
terest that I read your re- 
porter’s article “Doctors Pro- 
pose Experts’ Commission to 
Study Milk.” last week. 
but was most astonished to 
realize that the Veterinary 
profession, the body primarily 
concerned with the detection 
and eradication of Bovine 
Tuberculosis and the preven- 
tion of its transmission tv 
human beings, was not even 
mentioned in the paragraph 
saying that “A resolution was 
adopted calling upon the Gov- 
ernment to appoint a commis 
sion consisting of representa- 
tives of the Medical Associa- 
tion, the Organization of 
Phthisiologists, the medical 
institutions and the producers 
of milk and dairy products, to 
study the problem immediate 
ly.” 

The facts are that the 
Veterinary Institute did a con- 
siderable amount of work on 
milk by-products as sources 
of Tube-culosis infection, and 
that the Government Veterin- 
ary Services conducted a coun- 
try-wide survey of the incid- 
ence of tuberculosis in our 
cattle population, and urged 
upon the medical profession 
the necessity for the control 
of this disease among live- 
stock.

The name of few foreign writ- 
ere is eos familier im isreel as 
that of John Hersey whe arriv- 
ed thie week on a visit. Born im 
Tientsin im 1914 and educated wu 
American end England. be was 
awarded the Pulltser Prise “for 
ome of bis earlier works and won 
niernational fame with his “Hi- 
roshima”™” stery of the atom bomb 
attack and its results. In this 
country he will be greeted as the 
author of “The Wall.’ that ex- 
treordinary reconstruction of life 
and death in the Warsaw Ghetto. 
Reports by survivers and docu- 
mente served his imecination «as 
material for his moving and ai- 
most uncannily mende story.

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A SAILOR COMES HOME 


WINTER SONG. By James Nan-

Mr. James Hanley, with his 
sympathetic understanding of 
suffering, is the most humane 
of living writers. In his new 
novel, “Winter Song,” he 
gives to the problem of beilp- 
leas old age a compe*sion rare 
in present-day write This 
new Fury book is the last of 
the cycle and tells of old Den- 
nis Fury. a merchant navy 
stoker who hat gone to sea 
long after most landsmen have 
retired, and who is torpedoed, 
dangerously wounded, rescued 
and torpedoed again within 
the space of three days. In 
the end he is cast up at Bahia 
from where two young ship- 
wrecked sailors drag bim back 
across half the earth—the three 
of them drunk all the way— 
to dump him upon Father 
Twormey of the Apostieship 
of the Sea. The old man, as 
he slowly regains himsef, 
imagines he has come hape 
but his home has gone. His 
wife, supposing him deed, 
has given up their house, sold 
the furniture and taken refuge 
in a religious institut:on. 


As the story unfolds hus- 
band and wife become known 
to us; she domineering, ambi- 
tious for her children whom 
she has estranged by her 
hardness: he gentle and kind- 
ly, living off her strength and 
suffering from E. Their child- 
ren’ are scattered. There is 
nothing left for the old couple 
to do but grow together again

WORLD o WIDE. By Sinclair

last novel end finished just 
before his death in Rome 
is bed according to the stand- 
ards set by himself.
